Why Shamrock Is Fast in 
Light Winds. 


HER BALLAST WAS CHANGED. 


THE YACHT WILL BE BEATEN IF 
IT BLOWS. 


Yachting Expert Spears Analyzes the 
Contest for the Post-Dispatch; 
Boats Will Race Every 
Day. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—There is every 
indication that the yacht race Tuesday will 
be favored by southerly winds which will 


freshen during the afternoon.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—For the Post-Dis- 
patch John R. Spears, the naval and yacht- 
ing expert, explains why Shamrock is fast- 
er than she was expected to be, and 
adheres to his prediction that the 
American boat will win the victory. 

Mr, Spears says: “Shamrock has not 
been sailed on the lines on which she was 
designed to sail when Mr. Fife first brought 
her here. She is very much higher out of 
water. 

“As it was at first intended that she 
ehould meet Columbia, she was ballasted 
well up to the full limit of water line; she 
was just under ninety feet in length tnere. 
In this trim she was sailed in all her pre- 
Mminary trials, and the reporters who 
watched those trials saw that she was very 
dull and slow (relatively speaking) in light 
winds. 

The reporters told what they saw in print 
over and over again, and although Mr. Fife 
ls stubborn and self-reliant, he was forced 
to believe that his ship was slower in the 
light breezes likely to prevail during the 
Taces. ; 

“But to a man of Mr. Fife’s resourceful- 
ness there was a good remedy for this dull- 
ness in light airs. He knew that she was 
dull because she had a much larger hull 
under water than Cglumbia. She displaced 
too much water, and the obvious remedy 
Was to take out ballast and raise her up. 

“Accordingly he did so, and let her rise 
up—float higher—perhaps four inches or 
more higher. To do this was to give her 
less displacement, obviously less, by 200 or 
300 cubic feet. 

‘That is to say, as she sailed along on 
her new lines she would crowd less water 
out af the way than before. Her sail- 
power could drive her faster, or, to put it 
another way, it required jess power to drive 
her: she coulda, in short, sail faster in light 
airs. 

“Sir Thomas Lipton and Captain Ho- 
garth were delighted more than they were 
surprised when they found their green 
beauty-doing almost as well as Columbia in 
the light airs. They had taken out ballast 
for that purpose, and they were surprised 
only in that she more than answered their 
expectations. 

“In connection with this change in Sham- 
rock the reader is reminded that Captain 
Nut Herreshoff had been reading about 
Shamrock's great power—her es 
t 
Was certain that she could carry on sail 
better than Columbia when the breeze got 
up to half a gale. 

“So he set out to remedy this by the only 
available method. He added 1700 pounds of 
baliast. “He sank her perceptibly lower in 
the water, that is, increased her displace- 
ment. Her sails could, therefore, drive her 
less swiftly.in a light air than during her 
trials with Defendey. 

Another point is that Shamrock when 
lisxshtened had less water friction, while Co- 
lumbia, .when her ballast was increased, 
had more, 

“Inevitably, therefore, when Shamrock 
and Columbia met in a light air Shamrock 
was swifter than she had ever been before, 
while Columbia was about as much slower 
~ she was when she had her wooden mast 
n. 

“There is still another point about this 
change in ballasts. While Shamrock was 
materially shortened on the water line, Co- 
lumbia was materially lengthened, and it 
was thus that Columbia had to give a time 
allowance to Shamrock. 

“As the designersS:-thought to sail their 
ships a month ago Shamrock would have 
given Columbla a much greater allowance 
than she now receives from her. 

“The most important part of the story 
of those changes in ballast is yet to be 
considered. Keeping in mind that Sham- 
rock was made notably better in a light 
air and Columbia somewhat slower, the 
question arises as to the effect of the 
changes when the breezes blow. 

“The friends of Shamrock seem to think 
that she will still be as able as before, but 
jet the facts be considered. 

“Shamrock was designed to have a water- 
line length just under 9 feet, but it is now 
nearly two feet shorter. She will therefore 
have just that much less forebody under 
water to hold her up to a smarst breeze. 
Nor is that all, for she has a higher fore- 
body out of water for the waves and winds 
to buffet.

“The fact is that for every improvement 
that Shamrock made in her light-air work 
by lifting ballast she will have to pay a 
couble penalty when the winds blow high. 
Bhe was dangerous in a half gale before 
the ballast came out, but in spite of the 
cheerful optimism of Sir Thomas Lipton 
and his friends as portrayed in yesterday's 
yapers, ““Her name is Sampson and gehe 
mas been shorn of her hair,”’ as one pious 
old salt remarked yesterday. 

“On the contrary, Columbia, by adding 
Dallast, has gained almost in proportion as 
Shamrock has lost for a stiff-breeze race. 

“The only criticism that has ever been 
made about Columbia was that she seemed 
a@ trifle tender in a heavy blow (that is, 
heavy for yacht racing). Now, however, 
she is ballasted to perfection. 

“But that Shamrock is yet inferior to 

Columbia in light-air windward work is 
proved by one undisputed fact if by no 
other. ‘Whenever Shamrock has been near 
Columbla in the two trials and windward 
work was in hand, Capt. Hogarth has striv- 
en with all his might to break tacks—to 
et off on a different tack where he might 
1ope for a better wind than that which he 
had beside Columbia. 
_“Will any yachtsman say that an able 
eaptain of a superior boat in windward 
work would be guilty of taking such 
chances? If his boat is slower he may take 
chances, because if he remains on the same 
tack as the swifter boat he will surely 
be beaten. 

“As to the work down wind nothing need 
be said. Columbia has outfooted Shamrock 
in both trials. As to the effect of the 
changes {in ballast on the two yachts 
enough has been said already, ‘

This 
encyclical is very different from the forci- 
ble one of Feb. 16, 1892, in which the Pope

government. Both of these papal admoni- 
tions are unheeded, and the clerical organs, 
more violent than ever, declare that in or- 
der to be a good Catholic one must first 
of all be an “‘anti-Dreyfueard.’ 

During the last five years the religious 
congregations, which were dispersed in 1880, 
have re-established themselves, and, adroit- 
ly profiting by their former experience, 
have more than regained their former pow- 
er.

The Bryan meetings have so far been 
larger than any of the Republican demon- 
strations, but there is nothing to indicate 
that the State is going to change its polit- 
ical complexion. 

“It is called ‘the Hawkeye State,’’’ said 
Bryan, “but it is a poor hawk that can't 
see further than Iowa.”’ 

The belief that obtains in some quarters 
that there are no Democrats in the State 
is unfounded. There are several right here 
in Ottumwa. Horace Boies, Democrat, 
was elected Governor twice, but he was 
boosted to honors by a Republican squab- 
ble over the question whether men should 
be allowed to drink whisky. Here are 
some of the answers the Republican speak- 
ers make to Bryan: 

Senator Gear: Trusts are not a Repub- 
lican institution enjoyed by Republicans 
alone; they are simply a feature of our 
modern business conditions with respect to 
which party lines should not be drawn. I 
claim ‘that while our opponents cry out 
against the trusts their motives are not 
honest. It is easy enough to indulge in 
denunciation, but they do not propose a 
single effective or beneficial remedy. 

Congressman Henderson, probable speak- 
er of the House: I think it would be much 
better to have Federal legislation so that 
the treatment of these combinations might 
be uniform throughout the nation than to 
have the peculiar views of each state crys- 
talized into law for the treatment of com- 
binations. But to reach this by Federal 
legislation more power must be given to 
Congress than I am able to find in the Con- 
stitution of the United States. I believe 
that the several states would promptly rati. 
fv a constitutional amendment looking to 
the accomplishment of this important end. 

The Presidential party will go over the 
same territory in Northern Iowa that 
Bryan will cover this week. A peculiar 
thing noticeable about the Bryan popular- 
ity is that he is not only beloved by the 
Democrats but is personally popular with 
the Republicans,

Joseph Camille Durovaux of the Grumme- 
Durovaux Optical Supply Co., at 714 Pine 
Street, took cocaine Monday morning about 
11:16 o'clock, presumably with suicidal in- 
tent. He is at the City Hospital. 

Mr. Durovaux is 42 vears old, and lives at 


6210 Pennsylvania avenue. He was separ- 
ated from his wife about six years ago. If 
he has had any troubles calculated to make 
him desperate recently, his associates have 
carefully concealed them. 

That he had been drinking heavily shortly 
before he took the poison was developed, 
however, when he.was treated at the City 
Dispensary.

He refused to Answer questions, and 
when asked why he took the cocaine said 
it was nobody's business. 

Grumme wanted to take charge of the 
patient after he had been restured to con- 
sciousness, but the Dispensary authorities 
declined to let an apparently desperate man, 
who was dangerously ill, be taken any- 
where except to the City Hospital.

Count Leo Tolstoi has written his 

views on how to prevent war. The 
fearless Russian does not hesitate.to ex- 
conate the crowned theads who by a 
claimed divine law’send armed men out to 
kill their fellows. Whether it be an Em- 
peror, a President or a Czar. he denies 
the existence of this right and boldly de- 
clares that war is murder.

I cannot dissimulate the feelings of dis- 
gust, of indigestion, even of dyspepsia 
which that idetter (the Czar’s peace pro- 
posal) has wrought in me. These Chris- 
tians, good, sensible and enlightened, who 
consider murder a frightful crime, none 
of whom, with rare exceptions, woukl 
harm an animal, are, however, the same

SOLDIERS MIGHT RBFUSE. 

Thus it is by false, ‘‘civilized’’ and scien- 
tifle ways we seek to abolish war through 
arbitration, international: tribunals and 
Other absurdities, and neglect the most 
evident and the simple method. 

Granting that the people who do not wish 
for war ought not to fight, to abolish war- 
fare it is not necessary to establish either 
international wnderstandings, or arbitra- 
tién, or international tribunals, but simply 
to emancipate the people from the trickery 
and deceit which enslaves them. The only 
way to end war is for those who do not 
wish it. and who consider it a sin to par- 
ticipate in it, to lay down their arms and 
refuse to fight. 

The governments fear, and ought to fear, 
those who refuse to serve. They are afraid 
of them because each refusal diminishes 
the prestige of the deception througn which 
they hold the people under their domina- 
tion. But those who refuse have no rea- 
scn to fear a government which asks of 
them crimes. 

REFUSAL A SLIGHT RISK. 

In refusing military service a man faces 
fewer risks than if he submit to it. The 
refusal to Go military service and the pun- 
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men who, when murder and crime are 
called war, not only recognize destruction, 
pillage and assassination as just and law- 
ful, but contribute to these thefts and mas- 
sacres, prepare themselves for it, partici- 
pate and glory in it. 

However, alwuys and everything, it is 
undeniable that the immense mass of the 
people who practice this pillage and mur- 
der, and undergo all the consequences of 
it, does not ask for war, does not 
nor desire; that it takes part in it 
against its will, because some man has 
placed it in such a position that it seems 
to it that its sufferings would be greater 
if it refused ty participate in it. 

CRIME OF FHE GREAT. 


Thus it is that those who excite the 
pillage. who prevare massacre and oblige 
the working people to give themse!ves to 
it are but a notorious minority who live in 
pleasure, luxury and idleness on the labor 
of the workingman. If a man is addicted 
to liquor, I tell him that he can rid him- 
self of his intemperance through his own 
efforts. 

If I indicate to him how he must act in 
order to succeed there is hope that he may 
listen to me, but if I tell him that his in- 
temperance is a complicated and difficult 
problem that we men of science are trying 
to solve in our conferences, very likely he 
will continue to drink while waiting for

For most of us there is only one way 
of solving the question—that is by going 
to bed nine or ten hours before e time 
when our business requires us to get up, 
and sleeping until we naturally awake.

Young and growing people are naturally 
those who need most sleep. Nine hours 
should be the minimum for the average girl 
or boy. Men need, as a rule, less sleep than 
women. Few people realize that sleep is 
better for invalids or convalescents than 
any amount of druge or tonics. Nothing is 
more mischievous than the old-fashioned 
notion of waking up invalids three or four 
times in a night to take medicine.

The Western end is being looked after by 
Anson of Chicago, Quin and Havenor of 
Milwaukee, Schaeter of St. Lou.s and Irv- 
ing of Detroit. 


It was a merry gathering that came to- 
gether in Capt. Anson's place in the Garden 
City Sunday morning. 

Success and confidence appeared in every 
face and there was a good fellowship that 
reminded one of the days of Billy Hulbert, 
Charley Fowle, Fred Stearns and . big- 
hearted fellows jike them who piloted the 
League in the olden time and helped make 
it the grand crganization it used to be. 

There was nothing formal about the 
meeting and when Capt. Anson ordered his 
man to bring a box of cigars and President 
Quin toid a waiter to place two very large 
bottles of Clicquot on the table the ex- 
change of notes commenced. 


“The new league,” said the. grand old 
man of baseball, ‘‘is a go. 

“The papers here (some of them, at least) 
put the if in when they quote me. But 
there is no if about it. 

‘Do you see these letters? They are from 
Piayers who have already written me for 
places on the new team.

The ruins of the frame building at the 
corner of Dodier and Bacon streets, which 
was a crematory for two negroes early 
Sunday morning, as told in the Post-Dis- 
patch, was crowded with morbidly curious 
people throughout the @ternoon.
